A small single-engine air­ 
craft crashed minutes after 
taking off from Perkiomen 
Valley Airport in Skippack 
Township Tuesday morning, 
carrying its pilot to his 
death.

Mr. Mateer was pinned in 
the cabin of the demolished 
craft for nearly 30 minutes 
before he was freed by 
rescue workers from Lower 
Providence and Skippack 
ambulance crews. 
The victim, was then taken 
to

Hospital, Norristown, where 
he died at 12:45 p.m., less 
than an hour after the crash. 
Charles Thomas, Mon­ 
tgom ery County deputy 
coroner, said Mr. Mateer 
suffered a fractured spine 
and internal injuries, but the 
cause of death hasn’t been 
determined. 
An autopsy is scheduled 
this morning.

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President Will Present New 
Energy Conservation Program 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Treasury Secretary William 
E„ Simon said Tuesday that President Ford will 
announce a new energy conservation program for the 
nation next week. 
A spokesman for the Federal Energy Administration 
said proposals under consideration include a higher 
tax on gasoline: a surcharge on excess use of natural 
gas and electricity; a tax credit for home insulation, 
and an industrial energy-saving program. 
He said strong energy conservation measures would 
reduce the outflow of U.S. dollars for imported oil and 
back up U.S. international positions on energy with 
action at home. 
An informed source at the Treasury Department 
said he thought the administration would propose an 
increase in the gasoline tax of 10 cents per gallon, 
although consideration has. 'been given to increases 
ranging up to 30 cents. 
Simon himself provided no details in his rem arks at 
the annual meeting of the International Monetary 
Fund. 
He said some mandatory measures might be 
included, but said, “That’s for the President to 
decide." 
Simon said the President's new policy would accom­ 
pany the new economic program he will send to 
Congress. And the secretary said other oil importing 
nations should follow suit with energy production and 
conservation programs of their own to help resolve 
global economic problems stemming from high fuel 
costs. 
“Governments must ask their people to do more on 
conservation,” Simon said at a news conference prior 
to his formal address before the 126-member IMF. 
In his address. Simon said he did not believe the 
world was in imminent danger of drifting into 
recession, although other speakers had raised that 
fear.

wfould be entitled to an 
amount in proportion to their 
popular vote.

Lungren said he now 
believes the dot moved to 
toe lung while Nixon and his 
wife Pat were Vacationing in 
Palm Springs, Calif., two

before

hospitalization.. The dot, 
smaller than a dime, broke 
off from a. clot created, by 
phlebitis in Nixon’s left leg.

Why Woo Castro? 


The cu rren t wooing of Fidel 
Castro by the United States is 
puzzling. Do we need this man's 
friendship?

All Around The Town 


Fishing Rig' Draws 
Favorable Comment 


By W. EDMUNDS CLAUSSEN 
Area Historian 


We have not done justice to two far-differing 
subjects often discussed in olden days. The first is 
the fishing rig — that which the fisherman wore or 
carried with him in order to fully partake of his 
sport. The second is “runaway horses” — the 
accounts of these wrere so numerous that no 
self-respecting newspaper could bring out an issue 
without covering at least twro or three. First, the 
fisherman's accoutrements: 
“ Mr. William Lewis, a noted Reading fisher­ 
man passed through this place on Saturday last, 
with the neatest and most complete fishing out! it 
we have yet seen. He not only had all the tackle in 
use among number one anglers, and that too of the 
very best quality to be had. but he carried with 
him a boat, made of galvanized iron, wiiich was in 
two sections, and when not in use and rigged for 
transportation, one of these sections was placed 
similar to the manner in which hatters do with 
their hats, put one piece inside the other. The two 
sections are joined together firmly by an 
ingenious arrangement, which forms a seat. In the 
boat are closets for holding the tackle, rods. oars, 
a pole and hook, and a couple of anchors. (Imagine 
picking this up!) 
“The oars and pole were also in sections, and 
were screwed together when wanted. The weight 
of the boat with its oars, anchors, and tackle com­ 
plete is but 97 pounds. 


“ A Pottstown fisherman who prides himself 
on having the best fishing rig in the country looked 
with envious eyes upon this splendid outfit of Mr.

Flu Outbreak 
Is Anticipated

ATLANTA 
(UPI) - A 
new, 
deadly 
flu 
strain, 
related to the killer 1972 Lon­ 
don flu, will hit much of the 
United States this winter, 
the 
National 
Center for 
Disease 
Control 
reported 
Tuesday. 
Dr. Larry Corey of the 
Center’ s viral diseases bran­ 
ch said a ’’significant” out­ 
break of Port Chalmers flu is 
expected in all parts of the 
country 
except 
the: 
mid-Atlantic and northeast 
regions. 
Port Chalmers, initially 
isolated last year in New 
Zealand, is a Type A strain 
sim ilar to the London flu 
which swept the U.S. in late 
1972 and early 1973, causing 
more than 1.000 deaths a 
week at its peak in February' 
1973. Corey said it is much 
deadlier than the Type B flu 
which swept the nation last 
winter. 
Corey refused to speculate 
on the number of deaths 
which might result from the 
Port Chalmers outbreak, but 
noted there are normally 
about 540 pneumonia and 
influenza deaths per week in 
the United States during the 
three-month 
winter 
flu 
season. 
The Port Chalmers strain 
has a higher mortality rate 
because it more often strikes 
adults than last year’s Type 
B 
strain, 
which 
mainly 
struck children who were 
more 
able 
to resist the 
disease. Flu-related deaths 
were down, sharply last year 
because of the prevalence of 


the milder Type B strain. 
Despite predictions of a flu 
epidemic, Corey said only 
about nine million of the 45 
million 
persons 
in 
the 
‘‘high-risk” - category are 
expected to get flu shots this 
winter. He said the flu vac­ 
cine, which is between 70 
and 80 per cent effective, has 
been 
updated 
to include 
protection against the Port 
Chalmers strain. 
The high-risk group which 
should be certain to get shots 
include the elderly and the 
chronically ill, said Corey. 
Corey said Port. Chalmers, 
was widespread in Australia 
and 
other 
.southern 
hemispehere countries last 
summer and several cases 
of the disease were isolated 
in Georgia and Mississippi 
during the sum m er. He said 
it is expected to hit the 
southeast, midwest, south­ 
west and Pacific regions this 
winter. 
The 
mid - A t l a n t i c 
and northeast areas are not 
expected to be hit so hard 
because they had outbreaks 
of Type A flu last winter. 
The flu season normally 
runs 
from 
November to 
February with the weather a 
major 
factor 
whether it 
comes early or late.

'Boy in the Bubble' Grows Restless 
But Leaving Would Mean Certain Death

HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) - 
The boy in the bubble is 
beginning to want out and 
doctors now wonder “how 
long can you keep someone 
in a goldfish bowl?” 
David, whose last name is 
a hospital secret, turned 
three Sept. 21. He was bom 
without natural body defen­ 
ses against disease and has 
spent his entire life protec­ 
ted 
from 
disease by a 
germ-free 
plastic bubble 
filled with filtered air. 
His only physical contact 
with 
other 
humans 
is 
through the big black gloves 
which extend into his cham­ 
ber. His food and toys are 
sterilized. He sees his paren­ 
ts through a plastic wall. 
Until recently, the boy has 
been content in his tran­ 
sparent 
cocoon, 
a 
plastic-walled 
playroom 
about nine feet long and 
almost 
seven feet wide. 
There is a tunnel-shaped 
annex at one end where he 
sleeps 
and 
watches 
television. 
Now, say his doctors, he’s 
beginning to ask questions 
Reagan 
Discloses 
Holdings

Fteagan, in the first public 
look at his private financial 
holdings, has disclosed his 
earnings last year included 
at least $2,000 interest on 
tax-free state bonds, 
The 63-year-old governor 
also reported, under a new- 
financial 
disclosure 
law. 
that he has holdings in real 
estate development firms, 
an oil company and a cattle 
operation. 
In papers filed late Mon­ 
day with the secretary^ of 
state’s office, Reagan said 
he received more than $1,000 
income between April I, 
1973, and March 31, 1974, 
from each of two sets of state 
bonds — state water resour­ 
ces bonds and bonds issued 
for construction of state 
university 
and 
college 
facilities. 
The new' law does not 
require officials to list the 
full 
value 
of 
holdings. 
Reagan thus did not list the 
value of the state bonds, just 
the income from them. 
The law bars a state 
official 
from 
having an 
economic interest “in sub­ 
stantial conflict” with his 
official responsibilities. It 
does not 
require a full 
accounting of all personal 
finances, 
but 
merely 
requires an officeholder to 
say 
whether 
individual 
investments 
which might 
pose a conflict of interest are 
valued at more or less than 
$10.000 and if income from 
any source is more or less 
than $1.000. 
In California, the governor 
normally has no direct con­ 
trol over bond issues, which 
are approved by the voters 
and 
sold 
by 
the 
state 
treasurer to financial firms 
which offer the bonds for 
public sale. 
Reagan’s finances were a 
source of controversy in 1971 
w-hen he disclosed he neither 
owed nor paid any state 
income 
taxes 
for 
the 
previous year. He attributed 
nonpayment 
to 
business 
losses, which he declined to 
specify. He later said a 
major factor was the large 
amount he paid in property 
taxes, which are deductable 
from income taxes. 
The report showed Reagan 
had holdings of $10.000 or 
more in four firms: Con­ 
tinental Illinois Properties 
and 
Beneficial 
Standard 
Investors, both real estate 
development firms: Sal ant 
Corp., 
a 
manufacturing 
firm, and McCulloeh Oil Co. 
of Los Angeles. 
He had smaller invest­ 
ments. valued at less than 
$10,000. in seven other firms 
including General Electric 
Corp., for which he worked 
as a television actor and lec­ 
turer. 


about the outside world, 
although his doctors say to 
leave his bubble would mean 
he would sooner or later 
develop a fatal infection. 
“It’s only in the last month 
or six weeks that he’s begun 
to think about getting out,” 
says Dr. David A. FYeed- 
man. 
a 
professor 
of 
psychiatry at the Baylor 
College of Medicine. 
“ I think that the next step 
is his trying to remove him­ 
self from that room. The 
whole question is how long 
can you keep someone in a 
goldfish bowl. These are the 
questions that people are 
agonizing about.” 
Dr. 
John 
Montgomery', 
co-leader of David’s medical 
team, says the boy might 
live for w'eeks outside the 
bubble. ‘‘But eventually,’* 
Montgomery 
says, 
“he 
would 
run 
into 
some 
organism (germ) for winch 
there is no treatment.” 
Montgomery 
says 
the 
germ-might be one with little 
effect on most people. But 
with 
no 
immune 


mechanism, David's defen­ 
ses are minimal. 
Despite 
his 
bizarre 
environment, 
the doctors 
say David is well developed 
physically, 
mentally and 
emotionally. He runs around 
inside his bubble, playing 
with a ball and several 
plastic toys. 
“David is ready to read.” 
says Dr. Murdina Desmond, 
a professor of pediatrics. 
She and Freedman both 
believe the boy is brighter 
than most three-year-olds 
and is advanced in language 
skills. 
Dr. Desmond says David 
has developed great affec­ 
tion for his mother, father 
and sister. He spends six 
weeks at home every three 
months or so, living inside a 
cluster of plastic isolators. 
The boy first began talking 
of the outside during a 
recent visit home, says Dr. 
Desmond. He w'atched his 
father work and then said. 
“You let me get out of this 
bubble and I’ll help you.” 
To his mother he said: 


“When I get out of the bub­ 
ble. I’ll go with you to the kit­ 
chen.” 


Doctors 
are 
uncertain 
about David's future. 
“WTe don’t have anything 
at this time 
that holds 
promise of a permanent 
cure.” says Montgomery. 
Several techniques have 
been tried unsuccessfully, 
and next week doctors will 
try 
to 
awaken 
Davids 
natural immunity with injec­ 
tions of thymus extract. But 
there’s no great expectation 
of success . 
In effect. David is in a 
holding pattern, waiting for 
medical science to come up 
with 
an 
answer to his 
problem.

Appreciation Grows for Once-Ignored Art of the Southwest 


SANTA F E . N.M. (AP> - 
When 
anthropologist 
E. 
Boyd first arrived in Santa 
Fe in 1930 from her native 
Philadelphia, the art work 
we now regard as priceless 
relics of the Southwest's past 
was virtually ignored. 
The 
multitude of pain­ 
tings. carvings and furniture 
done by native New Mexican, 
artisans to decorate their 
churches were being sup­ 
planted by outside, modem 
art. 
“The 
priests hated it.” 
Miss Boyd said. “They wan­ 
ted to modernize and were 


promoting 
plaster statues 
based on modern, California 
designs." 
The influx of artists and 
scientists into New Mexico 
after World War I began to 
reverse that trend. Many 
became 
enthused 
about 
these 
representatives 
of 
Spanish colonial art, bought 
them and restored them. 
Miss Boyd, who is now' 
curator emeritus of Spanish 
Colonial Art at the Museum 
of International Folk Art in 
Santa Fe. scoured the coun­ 
tryside in the early days 
looking for the santos and 


furniture that is so charac­ 
teristic of Spanish colonial 
art. 
“ We’d 
find 
the 
most 
beautiful santos stored mold 
chicken coops.“ she remem­ 
bered. “ Cartloads of it would 
be given away or sold very 
cheaply.” 
Her years of work with 
and research on santos will 
culminate this winter with 
the publication of her one 
volume ' ‘general principle 
book on santos.” 
Since so much Spanish 
colonial art, especially the 
santos, 
was 
done 


anonymously, 
researching 
the artists and their work 
can be an intricately woven 
path. 
“ You have to start out 
with the folklore, then work 
your way through the old 
Spanish 
archives,” 
Miss 
Boyd said. 
Church records from both 
the 18th and 19th century list 
how much money was paid 
to what artists for santos and 
inventory 
records 
of the 
same 
time 
reveal 
what 
objects were in the chur­ 
ches. 
“You must remember how 


limited the artists’ materials 
were here.” Miss Boyd poin­ 
ted out. “ They had to make 
everything 
from 
scratch 
with no hard wood and no 
iron tools. 
“ So their approach was to 
simplify everything. Com­ 
pared to what was going on 
in other places at the same 
time the work was quite 
crude.” 
Paintings had to be done 
on wooden slabs, as many of 
the santos are on animal 
hides due to the lack of can­ 
vas. While artists in Spain 
and Mexico were doing por­ 


traits. their contemporaries 
in the Southwest did only 
religious work. 


“Their brush strokes were 
clear and forceful." Miss 
Boyd said. “ So few of the 
santeros, artists who painted 
santos, 
ever signed their 
work, but we can identify 
them by style and preferred 
color schem es.” 
The 
Museum 
of 
Inter­ 
national Folk Art has its own 
extensive collection of san­ 
tos as well as several on loan 
from private collectors. San­ 
tos can either be images of 
saints painted on wooden 


slabs or carefully caned 
and painted statues of sain­ 
ts, the Virgin or Christ. 


“The artists who produced 
this 
wealth 
of 
Spanish 
colonial art were untaught 
country people.” Miss Boyd 
said. “ During the summer 
they worked on their farms 
and 
in 
the 
winter 
they 
worked on santos or furni­ 
ture.” 


Few farm homes at 'the 
time had much furniture of 
any kind. 
It was usually 
limited 
to 
chests 
and 
cabinets. 


What they had was heavy 
a n d crude, geometrically 
simple 
and 
put 
together 
without nails. 


Colorful hand woven car­ 
petin g 
finished 
off the 
houses' furnishings. 


The best way to see and 


appreciate this homey art is 
to see it together in the set­ 
ting for which it was made, 
according to Miss Boyd. 


“ Period roms in museums 
and galleries have been my 
aim for years." she said. 
“ It’s the best way to see the 
whole picture.”

Pottstown taxpayers spent 
more than $3,000 in school 
administrators time over the 
past year to defend against a 
civil rights suit charging 
discrinination in hiring for a 
job which doesn’t exist. 
This was part of the 
outline provided when an 
attempt was made to learn 
the status of a civil rights 
suit filed with the Penn­ 
sylvania Human Relations 
Commission against the Pot­ 
tstown School District. 


The suit, entered by two 
n o n -re s id e n ts 
of 'the 
b o r o u g h , 
a l l e g e d 
discrinination because of 
race in hiring, training, com­ 
pensation, promotion, job 
assignm ent, placement, 
transfers and salary by the 
school district. 


STILL UNRESOLVED 
After more than a year of 
meetings and demands by 
the representative of that 
state agency, the issue still 
is unresolved. 
The suit against the local 
school district was filed in 
August, 1973, by Elsie M. 


Cox, Pine Forge, a black 
woman who applied for a job 
as “head cook” with the 
school district. 
She wasn't hired, school 
officials said, because there 
was no such position. 


Joining Mrs. Cox in the 
suit was 
John Foster, 
Dougiassville. chairman of 
an organization called the 
community Coordinating 
Committee of Pottstown.. 


Since the suit was filed by 
the human relations com­ 
mission, Benjamin Hassell, 
its investigator, requested 
and received volumes of 
school district records per- 
t a i n i n g 
t o 
h i r i n g , 
employment, promotion and 
salary. 
In some cases staff mem­ 
bers were assigned to search 
out the records as far back 
as six years. 
So far there has been no 
formal action by the state 
agency. 
In the view of some school 
officials, the allegation to 
the commission means the 
district must prove itself 


The first wire photo news 
receiver operated by a laser 
beam installed anywhere in 
Pennsylvania was placed in 
The Mercury newsroom 
Tuesday. 
The machine, called a 
“ L a s e rp h o to ,” 
which 
produces pictures of good 
enough quality to “hang on 
the living room wall.” was 
installed by Ray Goergen, 
chief of communications for 
Associated Press for Penn­ 
sylvania. 
Goergen said the new unit, 
developed under a $6 million 
program financed by the 
wire service, is the first 
anywhere for a newspaper in 
this state. 
“We hope to pay close 
attention to the machine in 
The 
M ercury."* 
said 
Goergen. “because the unit 
is so new nobody has had 
much experience with it." 
The traditional method of 
transmitting wire photos to 


new spapers around the 
nation has been through a 
“Photofax” receiver. 
This involved drawing 
c h em ically- treated paper 
between a blade and a 
revolving electronic drum. 
Electrical current passing 
from the drum, through the 
paper and onto the blade 
created the photo, a line at a 
time. 
The process is greatly dif­ 
fe re n t 
w ith 
th e new’ 
machine, and it involves the 
use of paper specially 
created for it by the 3 M Co. 
The paper, a photographic 
type, is treated with silver 
halide. Once it has been 
exposed by the laser, it is 
developed by heating. A 
heating unit is the last 
process the paper receives 
before leaving the machine 
as a high quality photo. 
Goergen said the low: 
intensity laser beam which 
is the heart of the machine is

projected onto a revolving 
mirror which then transfers 
it in stages completely 
across the width of the 
paper. 


HIGH INTENSITY 
If an area of the photo is to 
be solid black, the laser 
beam is at its highest inten­ 
sity. 
For a white area on the 
picture, the beam is at its 
101 we st i n tens ity. Va.iyi.ng 
intensities from white to 
black produce the gray 
areas. 
Another feature of the 
machine is a device to 
automatically cut a com­ 
pleted photo from the roll of 
sensitized paper once it is 
finished. 
With the “Photofax” it 
was necessary to cut photos 
apart manually from paper 
which at time? contained as 
many as 50 pictures tran­ 
smitted by the AP. 


The new machine has the 
capiability of producing a 
photo in four minutes. It 
requires eight minutes on 
the Photofax. 


The speedier p roc ess 
w on't be 
im m ediately 
available, said Goergen, 
until laser receivers have 
been 
in sta lle d 
in all 
newsrooms using the AP’s 
photo service. 


The units are manufac­ 
tured by Harris Electronics, 
Melbourne, 
Fla., a firm 
previously heavily commit­ 
ted to the manufacture of 
printing and related equip­ 
ment under the name Harris 
Intertype. 


ROLL OF PAPER 
The machine is^fed by a 
roll of silver halide paper 5 
inches in diameter This is 
enough to produce 700 
photos, and a counter on the 
machine shows at a glance 
how much paper remaias in 
its light-tight box, called a 
cassette. 
Goergen said he plans 
installation of the second 
Laserphoto machine in Pen­ 
nsylvania either later this 
week or early next week at 
the Lancaster Intelligen- 
cer-Joumal newspaper

Mall Sticker Mystery Solved, 
Regional Centers Know Code 


Small colored stickers 
have been showing up on 
mail received by Pottstown 
homes and businesses over 
the past several wfeeks. 
The stickers, the size of a 
dime, come in a variety of 
bright colors and always 
contain a symbol. 
The symbol either is the 
numeral 3 or a letter. 


Could it be the initial or 
lucky number of your frien­ 
dly neighborhood mailman0 
Hardly. 
How 
about a unique 
method of advertising — 
such as the “watch this 
space for an important 
announcement" type pitch0 
Not at all. 
Acting Pottstown Post­ 
m aster Robert McDevitt 
provided the solution. 


CODE ADOPTED 
It is a code adopted by the 
U.S. Postal Service to speed 
the mails. 


According to McDevitt. 
the code is only used at 
regional postal centers. It 
does nothing for the local, 
postman or his postmaster 


for that matter . 
* 
McDevitt said when a 
regional 
postal worker 
receives a stack of mail 
tightly bound and the top 
envelope bears a sticker 
with the digit “3,” -it means 
all of the mail in that stack is 
addressed to places where 
the first three digits in the 
ZIP code are the same. 


For this ares, 194 is the 
start of the ZIP code, regar­ 
dless of the final destination, 
be it Pottstown, Norristown 
or Phoenixvilie. 


When a portal worker in a 
regional center in California 
holds a packet of letters 
poised for a flip shot into one 
of a dozen “destination” 
ham pers, the first three 
digits on the top letter are 
194 and the sticker contains 
a number 3, he knowrs the 
package goes into the ham­ 
per marked “Continental “ 


REGIONAL CENTER 


The Continental regional 
center is in King of Prussia 
— the 194 Zip code service 
area. 


But there are other sym­ 
bols on the stickers and they 
too help regional centers. 


The one bearing the letter 
“S” means all of the mail in 
the bundle is for the same 
state. 


The letter “ D” means the 
bundle has to go by direct 
mail. 


A “ C” on the sticker 
means the letters in the bun­ 
dle bear a. variety of .ZIP 
code destinations. 


McDevitt said the use of 
the coded stickers is helping 
the regional centers move 
the mail faster . And once the 
stickers are placed on the 
envelope at the top of a bun­ 
dle, it is left on.

SECRET COOES? — W hat do those round colored stickers on your m ail mean? A 
business m *1 patron, like a newspaper, receives a lot of mail - so the stickers pop­ 
ped up frequently. Private citizens receive less mail, but are just as likely to scratch 
their head w hen a mystery sticker appears. 


This explains why some 
mail received bv Pottstown 
residents and businesses 
with the stickers, while the 
bulk of it doesn’t contain 
them. 


The idea might catch on. 
Maybe the postal service 
could expand the use of 
codes. 


It could, for example, 
require the mailer to use a 
letter “J ” on the sticker. 
indicating it is junk mail. 


Others could be required 
to use a bright red sticker 
with the letter “ B” to 
indicate a bill is inside the 
envelope. 


The 
possibilities are 
endless.

Pose Hazard^:

Disposable diapers, the 
latest invention in the “less 
work for mother” category, 
may mean an easier wash­ 
day but they also could be 
creating a health hazard as 
well. 


Carroll L. Mattingly, Pott- 
stown’s director of inspec­ 
tions, Tuesday disclosed 
recent scientific findings 
linking them to the spread of 
viruses — including the one 
which causes polio. 


Mattingly said he was 
informed of the results of a 
s t u d y 
m a d e 
by • a 
microbiologist 
for the 
F e d e r a. 1 
E n v i ron mental 
Protection Agency. 


SOLID WASTE 


As part of the study, accor­ 
ding to mattingly. the scien­ 
tist sorted out 8 tons of 
municipal solid waste to 
calculate the extent of viral 
contamination which could 
be traced to disposable 
diapers. 


When the diapers are 
'disposed, they are picked up 
by municipal trash collec­ 
tion crews and taken to the 
sanitary landfill operated by 
Pottstown Disposal Service. 


The local health officer 
said the microbiologist, Dr. 
Mirada L. Peterson, con­ 
cluded as a result of her 
r e s e a r c h 
t h a t 
soiled 
disposable diapers may con­ 
stitute a serious source of 
“enteric viruser.” 


DEFINES VIRUSES 


Mattingly defined “enteric 
viruses” as viruses which 
a t t a c h 
h u ma n beings 
through the digestive tract. 


“They are spread in a 
number of ways,” he added, 
“including by flies and rats. 


“Dr. Peterson is recom­ 
mending the development of 
effective methods for disin­ 
fecting such diapers before 
they are mixed with the 
family trash ,” Mattingly 
continued. 


And until that is done, 
Mattingly 
noted, “The 
American Public Health 
Association is saying the 
diapers will constitute a 
s e r i o u s 
public health 
hazard.”

lAP) — Four years of disuse 
have left the future of Glen 
Bum Colliery in Northum­ 
berland County and its more 
t ha n 
five - million - ton 
reserve of anthracite coal in 
serious doubt. 
Glen Burn, in the south­ 
western anthracite region, 
was one of the last of the 


large mines to suspend deep 
mining in favor of the more 
econom ical 
strip mining 
recovery method. Its reser­ 
ves about equal the state's 
annual output of anthracite 
coal. 
Robert tverris, partner in 
Kerris & Helfrick Inc., Mt. 
Carmel, Pa., operators of 
the colliery, says Glen Bum 


strip-mined 200,000 tons of 
prepared coal last year. TTiis 
is about half the mine’s out­ 
put in peak coal years of the 
early 1900s when the colliery 
employed some 1,500 
The anthracite industry 
has sustained a dismal 
decline in the past decade, 
with production dropping off 
from 16.5 million tons in 1962 


to 6.5 million in 1972, accor­ 
ding to the Pennsylvania 
Department of Environmen­ 
tal Resources. 
Meanwhile, demand for 
bituminous, or soft coal, has 
increased from 65.5 million 
tons in 1962 to 75.8 million in 
1972. Technological advan­ 
ces 
in 
th e 
bitum inous 
industry coupled with its 


cheaper cost are reasons for 
the disparity in demand for 
the two types of coal. 
Shortages in other fuels 
now have increased demand 
for anthracite coal to the 
point 
th at 
“ they could 
probably sell any coal that 
they could get hold of,” said 
W a lte r 
H eine, 
deputy 
secretary of mines and land 


protection. 
Attesting to 
Heine’s observation, is Glen 
Burn’s sum m er stockpile 
area, which for the first time 
in recent history is empty. 
Most of Pennsylvania’s 
16 - billion - ton reserve of 
anthracite coal is deep and 
not accessible by strip 
m ining. 
But re-opening 
abandoned mines to get at 


that reserve is a proposition 
checkered with economic 
and environmental snags. 
In 
a 
r e c e n t 
report 
prepared by Pennsylvania 
State University, it was 
explained that “ it takes 
from one to two years of 
planning to activate a sur­ 
face mine and three to four 
years for a deep mine.

At Glen Burn, water with a 
high acide content from con­ 
tact with the coal seam stan­ 
ds 600 feet deep along the 
mine’s three-mile sump, or 
bottom, according to Joseph 
Parker, superintendent. 
Pum ping the water is 
accomplished only at con­ 
siderable costs. When stric­ 
ter laws were enacted to 
guard against pollution from 
the acid mine waters, the 
industry simply abandoned 
the mines. 
Before the “environmen­ 
tal days.” Heine explains, 
the water was drained by 
means of a network of tun­ 
nels Hundreds of the tunnels 
are still there, and Heine 
said his departm ent is 
looking into ways of either 
plugging them or treating 
the drainage. 
P ark er, the superinten­ 
dent. says another problem 
in re-opening deep mining 
operations is the scarcity of 
manpower. Only a small 
fraction of the previous num­ 
ber of miners is needed, and 
most former miners have 
gone into other industries. 
“We haven’t had a new man 
around here in years." he 
said. 
Kerris does not foresee 
re-opening the Glen Bum 
deep mine unless there is 
some relief in the form of 
government subsidies or a 
change in the laws.

sugar, cookies and detergent 
helped 
boost 
the family 
grocery bill during Septem­ 
ber. An Associated Press 
marketbasket 
survey 
showed the average total 
was 12 per cent higher than 
at the start of this year. 
The increases were par­ 
tially offset by sales on some 
items — particularly pork 
chops and chopped chuck. 
The AP drew up a random 
list of 15 commonly pur- * 
chased food and nonfood 
items, checked the prices on 
March 1, 1973, at a super­ 
market in each of 13 cities 
and rechecked at the begin­ 
ning of succeeding months. 
The latest check showed 
that during September the 
bill for the 15 items went up 
in 11 cities and down in two. 
On the average, the bill at 
the start of October was 2.3 
per cent higher than at the 
beginning of September. 
No attem pt was made to 
weight the survey results 
according to population den­ 
sity or in term s of what per 
cent of a family’s actual 
grocery outlay each item 
represents. 
'The day of the week on 
which the check was made 
varied depending on the 
month. Standard brands and 
sizes 
were 
used 
when 
available. If the requested 
size and brand was not 
available on March 1,1973, a 
comparable substitute was 
selected. Items temporarily 
out of stock on one of the sur­ 
vey dates being compared 
were not included in the 
overall totals. 
The AP did not attempt to 
compare actual prices from 
city to city — to say, for 
example, that cookies cost 
more in one area than in 
another. 
The 
only 
com­ 
parisons made were in ter­ 
ms of percentages — saying 
a particular item went up 10 
per cent in one city and up 6 
per cent in another, for 
example. 


The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture 
marketbasket 
issued each month includes 
65 
retail 
items 
of U.S. 
farm-produced foods that 
theoretically could supply a 
houehold of 3,2 persons for 
one year. The department 
draws on information from 
1,500 supermarkets in com­ 
piling its figures. The most 
recent government market­ 
basket, for August, showed 
prices went up 1.4 per cent 
during the month.

will bear about 2.5 children 
in their fertile years. The 
estimate is down from 2.6 
children last vear and 3,1 in 
1967 
The youngest and best 
educated women in the sur­ 
vey indicated they would 
have even fewer children, 
the bureau said. Women 18 
to 24 expected only 2.2 
children compared with 3.1 
for women 35 to 39 
The 
birth 
rate among 
younger women was also 
down from 1.2 in 1967 to 0.8 
this year. 
The survey also showed 
that career women expect to 
have fewer children and of 
those with children tend to 
have less than non-working 
mothers

were higher among Negro 
and Spanish-origin women 
than 
whites, 
the bureau 
reported.

Firestone Fears New Vinyl Chloride Rules Will Cut Out 2 Million Jobs 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The Labor 
Department 
Tuesday announced new 
rules to drastically cut the 
amount of cancercausing 
vinyl chloride gas to which 
factory workers may be 
¡exposed. One plastics com­ 


pany 
said the action 
threatens to throw 2 million 
workers out of their jobs. 
The new rules from the 
Occupational Safety and 
Health 
Administration 
(OSHAi came after several 
months of growing evidence 


that workers exposed to the 
widely 
used 
plastics 
industry 
gas 
were 
developing a rare but fatal 
form of liver cancer. Deaths 
around the world traced to 
work place exposure now 
number more than 20. 


Last April 5, OSHA an­ 
nounced that workers could 
be exposed to no more than 
50 parts per million of vinyl 
chloride gas in the air and 
proposed 
eventually 
reducing the exposure level 
to zero. 


During lengthy hearings 
on the matter the industry’ 
claimed 
it 
would be 
impossible to meet a detec­ 
table level of the gas inside 
the factories. 
Under 
the 
new 
regulations, effective Oct. 4, 


the present 50 parts per 
million exposure level will 
be allowed until Dec. 31. 
After next Jan. 1 workers 
may be exposed to no more 
than 1 part per million 
average over eight hours of 
exposure and no concen­ 


tration higher than 5 parts 
per million over any 15- 
minute period, 
After Jan. 1 of 1976. the 
same exposure levels will be 
required 
except 
that 
workers exposed to anything 
stronger will have to wear

Americans will vote in 
November for candidates for 
governor, 
Congress and 
dozens of lower offices. And, 
depending on where they 
live, they will also vote on: 
— Whether they want to 
create a “Las Vegas of the 
East.” 
— Whether they want the 
electorate to have the final 
say on detonating nuclear 
devices and placing them in 
the ground. 
— Whether they want 
politicians to disclose sour­ 
ces of income. 
— Whether they want the 
state legislature to set 
interest rates. 
Those 
measures 
are 


among the proliferation of 
referenda, propositions and 
state constitutional amend­ 
ments which abound this 
year on ballots in 50 states. 
They include fixtures like 
technical 
changes 
in 
legislative 
and 
con­ 
stitutional 
procedures; 
semifixtures like proposals 
to legalize lotteries and 
bingo and outlaw busing; a 
half-dozen election reform 
and ethics proposals, some 
inspired by Watergate; and 
oddities like the proposal on 
nuclear devices, which is on 
the ballot in Colorado. 
The “Las Vegas of the 
East” would be Atlantic 
City, N.J., the once glit­ 
tering 
resort that has 
become a victim of urban 
decay. 


Voters in New Jersey, who 
overwhelmingly approved in 
1969 a lottery that has 
become one of the nation’s 
most successful, will vote 
this year on whether to 
legalize casino gambling. 
The proposal is expected 
to be approved, and Gov. 
Brendan T. Byrne says he 
will act to have casinos 
limited first to Atlantic City. 
Critics say they are afraid 
legalized 
gambling will 
bring more organized crime 
to a state that already has its 
quota, and they maintain 
that once casinos are opened 
in Atlantic City it will be 
impossible tc keep them 
from other cities. 
Colorado’s nuclear device 
referendum is a successor to 
the successful campaign 


among 
environmentalists 
two years ago which barred 
the spending of state money 
on the 1976 Winter Olympics 
and led to their relocation. 
The 
proposal 
would 
prohibit the placement in the 
ground of any nuclear device 
except when approved by 
the voters at a general elec­ 
tion. It would also require 
that the governor designate 
a state agency or official to 
make sure there is enough 
money to provide compen- 
sation for any injuries or 
destruction of property. 
Proponents say a yes vote 
would 
show 
Colorado 
residents are serious about 
preserving the environment 
and keeping the state from 
becoming “the playground” 
of the Atomic Energy Com­ 


mission. There have been 
two nuclear experiments in 
Colorado, both aimed at 
fracturing gas-bearing sand­ 
stone formations to promote 
easier production of natural 
gas. 
Among other environmen­ 
tal measures on the ballot is 
one in Nevada which would 
tax persons who try to 
develop agricultural land or 
land designated for open 
space. And a controversial 
proposal in Utah would 
create a state land-use plan­ 
ning commission. 
Among 
the 
political 
reform items is one in 
Oregon, which would require 
elected officials, candidates 
for office and high-level 
appointees 
to 
list 
employment that provides 


more than 10 per cent of 
their income and list their 
property holdings, business 
affiliations and the names of 
lobbyists with whom they 
are affiliated. 
In Maryland, where the 
scandal that led to former 
Vice President Spiro T. 
Agnew's no-contest plea to 
income tax evasion is still 
fresh, there is a proposal 
that would require the 
suspension of public officials 
who are convicted of a felony 
or misdemeanor related to 
their duties. They would 
automatically be removed 
from office when appeals 
are exhausted. 
Idaho's election reform 
proposal was placed on the 
ballot 
after 
the 
state 
legislature rejected attemp­ 


ts to enact a code of ethics 
for legislators and campaign 
spending and lobbying refor­ 
ms, The measure requires 
all candidates for state 
offices, 
including 
legislators, to report con­ 
tributions over $59. It also 
requires lobbyists to report 
on their activities and how 
much 
they 
spend 
on 
legislation. 
Arkansas' 
interest 
proposal would repeal the 
state’s usury law with its 10 
per cent limit on interest and 
let 
the 
legislature set 
interest rates, It is backed 
by some bankers as a way to 
stop the flow of money from 
• Arkansas banks to banks 
outside the state. 
The measure is opposed by 
both the Democratic and 


Republican parties and their 
major candidates. One of 
them, John Harris Jones, the 
GOP candidate for the U.S. 
Senate, is a banker, but says 
the proposal is inflationary. 


Colorado's 
antibusing 
amendment was fostered by 
a busing plan in Denver. It is 
on the ballot despite a war­ 
ning from state officials that 
the courts will declare t 
unconstitutional. Proponen­ 
ts say they want the people 
of the state to express their 
opinion on the subject. 


Maryland has a related 
proposal to provide state 
funds to private schools for 
transportation, books and 
teaching 
materials.

Legal Action Planned To Remove Pollutant 
A large load of sludge on a 
commercial lot in Limerick 
Township contains a 
dangerous substance which 
is slowly polluting the air 
and becoming a health 
hazard to township residents 
and the board of supervisors 
is anxious to get rid of it 
All attempts to force the 
property owner and the 
lessee. Alpha Materials 
Technology Inc.. to remove 
the sludge from the Trinley 
Road. Linfield. site have 
failed 
But in its Tuesday night 
meeting the Limerick super­ 
visors voted unanimously to 
take legal action to compel 
the property owner or the 
lessee to remove the sludge 
The dangerous substance 
in the sludge is beryllium, a 
rare metal. As the sludge 
gradually dries and blows 
into the air. the beryllium 
becom es a dangerous 
pollutant 


Ronald Reynier. solicitor, 
noted warrants for the 
arrest of the allegedly guilty 
parties were sworn out five 
weeks ago but could not be 
enforced because the town­ 
ship zoning officer. Howard 
Yerger. never signed them. 
The board discussed at 
length the problem of finding 
a person to fill the position of 
sewage facility inspector, a 
position which must be 
created since the state 
department of environmen­ 
tal resources has said 
municipalities must assume 
responsibility for this job by 
March 1. 
Since Yerger, zoning 
officer, may resign all his 
duties, the job will also 
include building and plum­ 
bing insp ection , and 
sanitarian duties, according 
to Reynier. 
The board decided to 


advertise for applicants for 
a part-time position and 
determine later if the duties 
warrant it being a full-time 
job. 
Allen W. Getty, super­

Stroudsburg. And the dam 
itself may never be built. 
In March, 1973. the 
Delaware River Basin Com­ 
mission, a federally-char­ 
tered agen cy which 
allocates all water supplies 
in the region, ruled that 
Philadelphia Electric would 
have to build a reservoir for 
use in 1990 to supply the 
cooling needs of Limerick in 
case the Tocks project is not 
approved. The Basin Com­ 
mission said it would decide 
whether a reservoir is 
necessary sometime prior to 
Jan 1,1977. 
The National Environmen­ 
tal Policy Act requires the 
AEC to study all the for- 
seeable environmental 
impacts of a proposed power 
plant, study alternative 
methods of generation and 
alternative sites, and select 
the best one. 
PE attorney Troy Conner 
said that there is no question 
that water is available, and 
that the Basin Commission 
will select a reservoir site if 
one is necessary in the 
future and make the 
appropriate environmental 
review at that time 
Lawrence Chandler, attor­ 
ney for the AEC regulatory* 
staff, argued that the AEC 
had made a general study of 
reservoirs and determined 
that one could be built to ser­ 
ve Limerick without a sig­ 
nificantly adverse environ­ 
mental impact. 
Lawrence Sager, attorney 
for the Environmental 
Coalition, argued that a full 
environmental review must 
be completed on a specific 
reservoir site to satisfy the 
National Environmental 
Policv Act 


In response to a request by 
the licensing board, the AEC 
regulatory staff proposed a 
“river follower” plan which 
would allow the proposed 
plant to operate when there 
was enough water in the 
Schuylkill and Delaware 
Rivers and shut it down 
when there wasn't. About 13 
per cent of the year, most of 
the time in the summer 
when the demand for elec­ 
tricity is at a peak. 
In its June 14 ruling 
allowing construction of the 
plant, the AEC licensing 
board agreed with Sager 
that an environmental 
review of a specific reser­ 
voir site was necessary to 
satisfy the environmental 
policy act. 
The board also noted that 
the AEC staff had failed to 
do this. It ordered that an 
environmental review must 
be made of a reservoir if one 
is selected, or the Tocks 
Island dam if it is approved 
The board also agreed 
with Sager that the “river 
follower” was not art accep­ 
table plan because it did not 
provide for full power 
operation 
But the electric company 
was granted a construction 
permit for the plant in the 
meantime. 
Alan S. Rosenthal, chair­ 
man of the AEC appeal 
board, said Tuesday he 
failed to see the logic of the 
licensing board's decision 
"If we were to conclude 
that the licensing board was 
justified in saving the river 
follower was not an accep­ 
table alternative and that a 
necessary environmental 
review of a reservoir was not 
made.” he asked Chandler, 
“wouldn't it follow that a 
construction license should 


be terminated0” 
Chandler admitted that 
the licensing board's fin­ 
dings were inconsi slant with 
its recommendation. 
. Later, Rosenthal asked 
Conner about the licensing 
board's action. “This plant 
was licensed before either 
Tocks Island or a reservoir 
was found to be environmen­ 
tally acceptible?” he asked. 
Conner replied that was 
true.‘‘What happens if Tocks is 
found unacceptable, and the 
environmental costs of 
building a reservoir would 
tip the balance against 
L im erick?” Rosenthal 
asked. “Without knowing 
that, do you think Limerick 
should be licensed?” 
Once the $1.2 billion power 
plant was well on its way to 
completion. Rosenthal said, 
the Basin Commission 
“would have an economic 
gun pointed at its head” to 
select a reservoir. 
Appeal board member 
Michael C. Farrar said he 
was inclined to agree with 
the AEC regulator}' staff 
that a general study of reser­ 
voirs would be sufficient to 
meet environmental policy 
act requirements. But he 
noted that Sager was 
precluded from asking 
questions in that area by the 
licensing board, thus 
v io la tin g the AEC 
guidelines. 
Sager pointed out that PE 
recently delayed its con­ 
struction schedule for 
Limerick two years because 
of a fiscal crisis. He 
suggested that licensing of 
the plant be delayed until the 
Basin Commission chooses 
an environmentally accep­ 
table reservoir.

House Approves 
Abolishment of 
Occupation Taxes 
HARRISBURG (API - 
The House voted 107-71 
Tuesday to abolish local 
occupation taxes based on 
arbitrary values assigned to 
various 
jobs 
and pro­ 
fessions. 
The bill, sent to the Senate, 
would permit school distric­ 
ts to raise local wage taxes 
to a maximum two per cent 
of earned income, making 
up for the revenue now 
c o l l e c t e d through 
occupational levies 
Cities, boroughs, towns 
and townships would be 
allowed to continue collec­ 
ting occupational privilege 
taxes of up to $10 a year. 
But the bigger local taxes 
on 
occupations, 
usually- 
based on some percentage of 
what a person would eam at 
a given job. would be 
abolished. 
The bill resulted from 
widespread discontent with 
local 
tax 
structures, 
described as “onerous and 
inequitable” in House 
debate. 
But few lawmakers expect

said the boost would go into 
effect as of the start of the 
next pay period.

Air Fare

They must 
fly on Tuesday, Wednesday 
or Thursday and return bet­ 
ween seven and nine days 
after they leave. 


Ban on Fireworks Urged 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 
Fireworks claim a “wholly 
unnecessary toll of human 
misery ” and should be ban- 
n e d 
c o m p l e t e l y , 
represenatives of thousands 
of 
firefighters 
testified 
Tuesday. 
They said the U.S. Con­ 
sumer Products Safety Com­ 
mission’s proposal to ban 
firecrackers 
and 
require 
stiffer labeling and perfor­ 
mance standards for other 
fireworks was “too lenient” 
and should be strengthened. 
The testimony was presen­ 
ted at a federal hearing to 
consider 
arguments from 
Oriental fireworks manufac­ 
turers who oppose the crack­ 
down 
and 
public-interest 
groups who demand tougher 
regulations. The American 
Pyrotechnics 
Association, 
representing 
domestic 
fireworks makers, supports 
the commission's proposed 
regulations. 
The 
32,000-member 
National 
Fire 
Protection 
Association said the toll of 
deaths, serious injuries and 
many injuries caused by the 


heavy 
property 
damage 
demonstrates that fireworks 
exact “ an unconscionable 
waste of human resources 
and a wholly unnecessary 
toll of human m isery.” 
“ We do not believe that 
printing labels or publishing 
operating instructions will 
have any significant impact 
on the 
injuries resulting 
from 
children’s 
use 
of 
fireworks,” said Charles S. 
Morgan, 
association 
president. 
The 
F ire 
M arshals 
Association 
of 
North 
America and the District of 
Columbia Fire Department 
advocated federal adoption 
of the model state fireworks 
law, which would ban all 
fireworks except toy caps. 
D.C. Fire Marshal John P. 
Breen said he intends to 
recommend that the city 
council 
adopt the model 
statute, although he said the 
federal city 
already has 
tougher restrictions than the 
proposed 
federal 
regulations. 
“We feel that there are as 
'permissible fireworks asare 


caused by the illegal types,’ 
Breen said. 
The Product Safety Com­ 
mission 
estimates 
that 
fireworks 
injure 
6.600 
Americans seriously enough 
to require hospital emergen­ 
cy treatment each year, with 
an unknown number of other 
injuries treated at home or 
in doctors' offices. 
Ronald 
K. 
Melott, 
executive secretary of the 
Fire Marshals Association, 
said 
warning 
labels are 
inadequate to protect young 
children and persons with 
poor eyesight or language 
handicaps, especially 
at 
night, when fireworks com­ 
monly are used. 


Replying to the state ot 
Hawaii’s objection that a 
firecracker 
ban 
would 
violate religious liberties. 
Melott said: “ In this day and 
age practically anybody at 
any time can say that they 
are involved in. or experien­ 
cing, a religious happening 
and since religion is a per­ 
sonal thing who can legally 
refute them ?"

The EPA said the two 
pesticides are used for farm 
and commercial pest con­ 
trol, but not in products used 
around the home.

EPA 
administrative 
law judge 
Herbert J. Perlman warned 
ten days ago that the entire 
U.S. population is exposed to 
Aldrin and Dieldrin. in the 
air and as residues on food. 
In banning most produc­ 
tion 
of 
these pesticides. 
Train agreed with Perlman 
that Aldrin and Dieldrin 
‘■present a high risk of can­ 
cer to m an." 
An EPA spokesman said 
Train's 
decision 
allowed 
Shell to continue manufac­ 
turing limited amounts, for 
use only in three specific 
ways: 
—Deep 
ground-insertion 
for termite control. 
—Dipping of roots and tops 
of non-food plants. 
—And 
mothproofing 
of 
materials in closed areas 
which allow no escape of 
pesticides to the environ­ 
ment. 
But 
it prohibited Shell 
from manufacuring Aldrin 
or Dieldrin for their major 
uses, to protect corn: citrus 
crops; 
pineapples, onions 
and other minor crops: and 
for treating seeds.

the agency said it would

ANDREWS, SCOTLAND - I* the overseas 
baggage allowance is 44 pounds, and their golf bag 
weighs 40, you can see the problem confronting those 
who come to visit the shrine of this form of entertain­ 
ment. 


Presumably, they brush their teeth with their eight 
ron, but this doesn't seem to discourage that extraor­ 
dinary species determined to challenge those courses 
generally accepted as the cradle of golf. 
Discussing their case with a gentleman from Pan 
Am, which takes a tolerant view of these errant sons, 
he remarked that they weren't especially weird in the 
context of what else flies around. 
Others fly to France with their bicycles. Then there 
are those who bring their tackle boxes to Ireland and 
their surfboards to Hawaii. 
W ould you believe that guys fly their bowling balls 
to Guatemala? When the balls were fitted, the maker, 
instead, should have drilled three holes in the heads of 
the bowlers. 
But golfers are most formidable among the inter­ 
national sports schleppers. The man from Pan Am ex­ 
plained on our polar flight to England that some even 
bring their hand carts. 
It could, of course, be worse. They could bring 
their electric carts. 
THE EAGLE EYED 
To offer just a fragment of what playing the 
courses of G reat Britain is like, the sponsor of an inter­ 
national tournament at Royal Birkdale one year put up 
a $25,000 Rolls-Royce for the first pro making an 
eagle 3 on a 475-yard par 5. 
On most courses of the U.S., the sponsor wouldn't 
have offered the Rolls for anything less than a hole-in- 
one. 
But the car went unclaimed at Royal Birkdale, 
■which wasn't surprising, because eagles in the British 
Isles are hardly as common as high tea. 
The fairways are narrow and the bramble is thick 
and the cold wind whistling in fro mi the sea scarcely 
creates the kind of golfing environment attendant, say, 
to Scottsdale, Arizona. 
As you possibly have read, or witnessed in the 
flesh, the celebrated O ld Course at St. Andrews, where 
the game1 is said to have been born — no doubt out of 
wedlock — resembles a sheep pasture with flags. 
It's easier to find a tree on the moon. 
Since only 11 greens serve 18 holes, some of the 
greens, understandably, are large. I mean, large in the 
sense of calling for putts the distance of a football 
field. At its widest point, one green measures 325 feet. 
SILENT COMMENT 
But strangers arriving on the scene don't dare sug­ 
gest change, especially since recommendations aren't 
even welcome' from' the locals. 
W e recall on a previous visit here that a local 
player had suggested to the committee that flowers be 
planted along the Swilcan Burn, a creek that runs adja­ 
cent to the first green. 
"How did you respond?" we asked a committee 
member. 
He answered tartly, 
The mon was treated as a 
nut case." 
O f course, most golfers are 
but at least they 
don't have the impudence to suggest that St. Andrews 
by beautified. 
Down the road a piece, following the rough coast­ 
line of the Firth of Forth, is another residence of the 
gods, a spot called M uirfield, operated by The Honou­ 
rable Company of Edinburgh Golfers. 
It is spec if ied at Muirfield: "Visitors Must Be In­ 
troduced," which is to say, lowlives not allowed. 
They aren't, that is, unless they get a credential 
from the right party. But this isn't hard, considering that 
Muirfield is a public course and just about anyone will 
"introduce" you, provided you don't travel with your 
own deck. 
Departing the courses in the area of Edinburgh, 
the nut case invading Scotland will make his way to the 
West Coast, some 50 miles yonder, to challenge Troon 
where a very learned shooter named Gary Player once 
observed: 
"You don't attack Troon. You play it defensively, 
sort of like punting on third down and hoping for a 


break.' 
Still, when Scotsmen describe their courses stir­ 
ringly; we can't forget the Africa colonial laughing de­ 
risively at this bravado. Scottish courses, he said were 
Mickey Mouse. At his country club in Kenya, a fairways 


sign reads: 
"Caution: Beware of Lions."
